Bonn Official Reveals Gains

A Lively Evening With Balzac 


By Thomas Quinn Curtiss 
ARIS, March 17 (IHT).—-Bal- 
zac’s comedy, “Le Faiseur," 
now béing revived at the Theatre 
de FAtelier, is more than 100 
years old, but it is still all there. 

First known as “Mercadet,” it 
was written without indication 
of acts, scenes or names. Shortly 
after Balzac’s death in 1850, 
Adolphe dEnnery, the experienc- 
ed producer of melodramas, ar- 
ranged the play for its initial 
performance in 1851. 

It has been seen often since 
and in recent years at l'Atelier, 
where Charles Dullin reveled in 
the role of Mercadet. the hard- 


pressed sharper-speculator of the - 


1840s who wriggles from the

On Being Smeared 


Once again representatives of the Third 
World have condemned “Zionism,” “imper- 
jalism" and the various other “isms” in this 
familiar litany This time it was the leaders 
of black Africa and the Arab states gathered 
in Cairo. How should right-minded Amer- 
icans respond? 

One possibility is to turn away in bore- 
dom, on grounds that repetition dulls the 
edge of mindiessness. Except that it doesn’t. 
It makes it more norma] and routine and, in 
that sense, even more objectionable. 

Another possible reaction is to conclude 

’ that the Africans had to join the Arab hate 
chorus on “Zionism,” and the moderates the 
radical chorus on “imperialism,” because the 
Arabs have the money and the radicals have 
the idenlogical momentum. But this is de- 
gvading. Every six or nine months the 
Arabs buy with aid piedges another in- 
ternational attack on Zionism. The would- 
be beneficiaries of the aid hardly ever pause 


to see if they actually recetved anything 
from the last pledge. And the radicals keep 
trying to muscle the moderates aside at the 
“imperialists’” loan windows. 


A third possible reaction is to say, in effect, 
“We can't really blame you nice simple 
black and brown children for using those 
horrid words about us and our friends. We 
understand how your delicate little psyches 
crave relief, and if it makes you feel better, 
go right ahead.” This, it seems to us, is the 
real message that 15 delivered when Amer- 
icans stop short of being honest with the 
Third World. To be less than candid in re- 
puttal is not only to say, falsely, that words 
do not matter, It is to patronize, to set up 
a double standard for the “children” of the 
Third World. This is wrong. The nations 
that smear us deserve to be taken sericusly. 
They should know we objéct.

Tokyo Allows 
Yen Eurobond

TOKYO, March 17 (AP-DJ},— 
The Ministry of Finance told 
underwriters here that it will 
permit a yen denominated Euro- 
bond issue—the first ever to be 
made—by the European Invest- 
ment Bank (EIB), securities 
Sources said today. 

Officials at the Ministry of 
Finance said they have establjsh- 
ed guidelines for the issuing of 
Yen Eurobonds by foreign finan- 
cial institutions, and that yen 
bonds will be allowed only by of- 
ficial and private stitutions 
that have already issued yen 
denominated bonds in Japan. 

All Eurobond issues will also 
be Umited to lead management 
by Japanese securities companies, 
Officials said. 

The new policy is designed as 
one more method of promoting 
Tokyo as an international capital 
market, by encouraging foreign 
financial institutions to float yen 
bonds in Japan, one official ex- 
plained. 

The ministry said % bas not 
given final approval for the EIB 
Fen ‘issue, but securi- 
‘ties house sources said they have 
been given the preliminary ap- 
provaL 

Sources said the EIB has been 
seeking to make such a yen Euro- 
bond issue since it floated a 10- 
billion yen, 12 year domestic 
bond in Tokyo last July. 

At first, any such yen Euro- 
bond issue will he limited in size 
to the amount that financial in- 
stitutions have actually floated 
on the Japanese market, which 
means the Eurobond issue will 
be for about 10 billion yen 
«about $35 million). 

‘Terms of the issue have not been 
determined, sources said. but the 
yields in Europe wilt probably be 
lower than in Tokyo because 
domestic bond yields take into 
consideration Japanese witbhold- 
ing tax, which runs at either 15 
or 30 per cent, 

One source calculated that net 
yield per annum on a yen Euro- 
bond with a life of five to seven 
years would be under 8 per cent, 
while net yields in Japan would 
run at about 8.5 to 8.7 per cent 
per year.
